Piety: and Loyalcy. This Mr. Bampfield continued ſome 
airs {chis People, inſtant in his work , and'was,'as1T 
fve heard and do believe , utterly unſatisfied in conſcience 
wich the conditions required: by the late A& for uniformity: 
whereupon he (as many other good men beſide, which many 
every where, as faras Ican learn, do moft ſadly lament ) 
The Lords day before Bartholowew day laſt took his ſolemn 
leave of his people 3 at which (as [ tear, for I was nor preſent) 
there were a grear Church fult of weeping eies,and ſad hearts, 
though ſome ir'may be ſecretly rejoyced; (for ſo goes the 
World now./adaies) and-in a ſhort time after he remove 
himſelf and Family to another hired houſe in the Town, 
where for the-molt ipart he has; continued ever ſince, till Fri- 
day laſt, being the 19th of Septemther, when in the evening he 
was in his houſe, and with his Family prayiug, and opening 
and applying of a Scripture, ( as his manner was for ſome 
years 47.44 he came to Sherborn, which my (elf have ſome- 
times heard) which was at this time, 1 Thefſ. 1.5, 6, 7. whence 
he had this Obſervation : That way the Devil and his Inſftru- 
. vients take. to hinger Grace, God will wiſely over-rule to further it. 
To. this, work, divers. of the Town came and took their part, 
(as all other good Subjeas and good Chriſtians, as 1 ſhould 
zudge, if they got would do; for certainly one may ſerve 
God and be, good SubjeCt, : whatever ſome may chink ) and 
whilſt he and his Neighbaqurs were attentive at this Exerciſe, 
| m.comegopne Sugar with. other Soldiers. ( a man noted for no 
reat baſhfulneſs.or ſpbriety, but. it ſeems one that would Terve 
or ſuch a. purpoſe .). and. required them all in the Kings 
name+(lam ſorry any. ſhould abuſe it ro ſuch'a purpoſe )'to 
be filent, and depart the Room ; which, as bold as he was, 
he did not without ſo, great conſternation upon himſelt, 
ſpeaking. a. word 1n ;a. breath , ,as was' much obſerved: by

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that they would defiftz but wichout any anſwer, one Thorntox 
of this Town, an Apotbecary, who came in with Sugar, ſaid he 


' had a Warrant from: the Deputy Lieutenants to ſerve 


upon Mr. Brempfield and Mr. thillips his Aſſiſtant , and 
ten more of the chiefeſt chat were there, (a rare prefidenc 


to leave it to under-Officers to inſert whom they pleaſe as 


the chiefeſt, and ſo to wreak their malice ) and thereupon, 
took the Miniſters, ( I donot reckon the interruption of the 
Duty). and about fhveand twenty more ( forto ſo many were 
the ten preſently grown). and carried thera ( all men, what 
reaſon priviledg'dthe women I know not )) to priſon, tothe 
Provoſt-Marſhal,. ( an Officer that Magna Charts has. no ac- 
quaintance with ) in the ſame Town, where they all conti- 
nued Priſoners till Yedxeſday night after, dividing the Mini- 
ſters in a room apart from their -People. I had almoſt for- 
gotten to tell you, that all this was not only without hearing 


any defemce, but without ſo much as a Summoning., or any 
other notice of complaint ( if any ever were) made againit 
_ them. 


Whilſt they were thus impriſoned , their entertainment 
was ſomewhat unuſual; about ewo and twenty of them 
(whereofone wasa very aged man) had but one room for five 
daies-and nights, wherein was bur one bed : but the Priſo- 
ners ſpent the time better there than in ſleeping , as L have 
heard from many, viz, in praying, repeating of Sermons, 
and finging of Plalms. Saturday about 7 or '8 of the Clock 
in the Evening, the Priſoners had got leave to meet and pray 
rogether, ( for you muſt know that was a thing not to be en- 
dured without leave) and whiltt one of them was at Prayer 
with the reſt, the Soldiers opened the door , brake in and 
ſpake aloud co him that prayed, calling him Rogue, and bid» 

mg him make an end, and with other Soldiers , laid hands 
on him,and with great violence wholly interrupted him, and 
forced away the Priſoners. FE 

Lords Day there was no publick. Worſhip of God in the 


Town; in the Forenoon the Priſoners again deſired leave to 


hear their Miniſter im the Goal, which art firſt (ic ſeems it was 
an unreaſonable requeſt ) was denied; but afterwards Mr. 
tl Bampfield. 
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are quiet in the'Land. 

One evening, that the Soldiers alſo might ſhew a little de- 
votion,' they would needs have Common-Prayer in the Goal 
amoneſt themſelves, and when he that read it was comeas far 
as Lighter our darkneſs , one of them thinking that'to be part 
of aPſelm , 'began to pur it into a tuue, which made the reſt 
no ſmall mirth. Lords.day at night the Priſoners and Mi- 
niſters had leave upon requelt to come together again,and Mr. 
Phillips ro preach ; but whilſt hewas in prayer betore Sermon, 
the Soldiers came in violently and cook away his Chair,diſtur- 
bed that Exerciſe alſo,ſo as they had no Sermon, & to be ſhore 
( for it ſeemsſuch things. may not be long ) upon Wedneſday 


'there came together 4 or 5- Deputy Lieuterants who called 


before chem firlt Mr.. Bampfield then Mr. Philips, & afterward 
the reſt of the Priſoners, where Sir Fob Stroad of Parwham 
had the Chair ( who as common fame fays, formerly.abjured 
the King, )8& probably was by the Gentlemen his Companions 
now preferred to this ſervice for his eminent Loyalty } Mr. 
Bampfield being examined , owned that he had been at prayer 
wich (and was at the timeof the interruption preaching to) 


- his Family, and chat his door being open divers of the Town 


came in and took their ſhare therein(and by the way obſerve, 
that during this inquiſition the door was ſhut; and-none'of 
Mr. Bampfi-ids friends ſuffered to come , 'though the Law re- 
quite all Courts of juſtice to be open, and if it ſhould be 0- 
rherwiſe, the miſchiefs 'were almolt infinite:) Aﬀeer ſeveral 
hearings and withdrawings, in all which the Deputy Lieu-

mittheſe two) which was ſedicious, or any other 


be, BI againſt any oftheir Laws , which I think worthy 


of fome obſervation, However, caufe or no canfe, the De-- 
puty Lieurenancs (for ſo I call them yet) by their Sir F:bn a- 
torefaid, declaredthis meeting tending co ſedition , and re- - 
quired ſureties of Mr. Bampfield for his good behaviour and. 
appearance at next Alliſes , which Mr. Bampfield gave accor- 
digly, as afterward did his afſfiftant Mr. Philips, and all che 
reſt of the Priſoners, and thus the cauſe was transferred from 
the Court Marſhal' to the ordinary Courts of Juſtice , and 
yet the Priſoners were fain to pay not only fees tothe Juſtices . 
Clerks for their Recogniſances, bur fees to the Provolt Mar- 
ſhal of the Deputy Lieutenants, in the mean time the (ame: 
individual perſons being both Juſtices aud Deputy Lieute- 
nants , beſides what they paid for the Soldiers dyet andtheir 
waiting and their drinking, which were ſeveral-parciculars 
in the Bill, beſides that ſome of the Priſoners were ſo poor as 
to be Judged nor worth the fees demanded. I had almoſt o-- 
mitted ſome paſſages during this impriſonment. Divers that 
brought viduals to their friends or relations, werenot ſuffer- 
ed to deliver it, ſome alſo the Soldiers made themſelves mer- 
Ty with, and took amongſt themſelves. Some had their ſuſte- 
nance brought in polls of hats, thar ſoic might be concealed 
and not taken from them by the Soldiers. To one of the Pri- 
ſoners (who had been Soldier in che late war for King Charles 
the firft ) his ſiſter bringing vi&uals, had ict violencly ca- 


.ken from her. 


'Some were impriſoned , whocame only to viſit the Priſo- 
ners, another alloofthe Priſoners,(and Soldier of the Kings} 
had bail ofa 1000 pounds offered for his liberty, that he 
might go home to his Wife , who then lay inat his Houſe a- 
bout a flight ſhor from the Goal, bur (ir ſeems this of- 
fence was very heinous ) could not prevail, others that came 
to viſit the Priſoners were violencly handled, one tumbled, 
another kicked down ftairs by the Soldiers, (the charge of 
whoſe good attendance and (ſervice all the while , came all in 
upon the Priſoners Bill)and whilſt the Priſoners were praying
